two senators in Congress; Fran­ 
cis Robidoux one of the signers 
of the petition for the incorpora­ 
tion of St. Louis; and 
Auguste 
Chauteau and J. P. Cabanne. 
A second subscription launched 
two months later netted $1,303 and 
to this was added $110 from the 
sale of the materials of the old 
wooden church plus $6,786 from 
the sale of pews. This proving in­ 
sufficient, 
Auguste 
Chouteau, 
Pierre 
Choteau, 
and 
Bernard 
Pratte, 
advanced 
$4,500 
more, 
which was returned to them in 
1822, after the 
legislature 
had 
granted its consent to the sale of 
the south part of the 
cathedral 
block, namely that facing on Wal­ 
nut street. 
The new cathedral was located 
on the corner of Second and M ar­ 
ket streets. Services were held in 
it for the first time on Christmas 
Day, 1819, although only the nave 
had been completed. In fact, the 
Cathedral was destined never to 
be finished. Shortly after its op­ 
ening, the five arches on either 
side, originally intended to 
se­ 
parate the middle from the side 
aisles, were filled in with mason­ 
ry to serve as outer walls. What 
the cathedral lacked in the m at­ 
ter of space, it apparently com­ 
pensated for 
in 
ornamentation. 
“The Cathedral of St. Louis,” says 
the first St. Louis directory issued 
in 1821, “can boast of having no 
rival in the United-States for the 
magnificence, the'v?$tir and ele­ 
gance of her sacrod'*7T[ses, orna­ 
ments and paintings, and indeed 
few churches in Europe possess 
anything superior to it.” 
This "magnificanee” the cathe­ 
dral owed to Bishop Dubourg, who 
presented it with vestments, 
a l­ 
tar-pieces, gold embroideries, and 
other gifts including an organ, all 
given to him by Catholics during 
his travels in Europe in 1815. The : 
organ came from Belgium. 
The growth of the diocese made I 
it desirable in 1830 to replace the 1 


modest brick cathedral 
with 
a 
more elaborate one. Accordingly, 
on April 5 of that year, at the sug- 
, gestion of Bishop Joseph Rosati, 
1 the first Bishop of St. Louis af­ 
ter it had been raised to an epis­ 
copal Sec., the parishoners resolv­ 
ed to build a new cathedral. 
In order to raise funds for the 
undertaking, 
the 
entire 
half­ 
block north of the cathedral was 
leased for ninety-nine years and 
subscriptions obtained from 
the 
■arish. This lease, the first, .nine­ 
ty-nine year 
lease 
to 
run 
its 
course in St. Louis, 
expired 
on 
April I, 1930. In addition, the pa­ 
rish, accepted a loan 
of 
$8000 
from 
Bishop 
Dubourg. 
Bishop 
Rosa ti laid the corner stone of the 
new cathedral on August I, 1821 
and on October 16. 1834, assisted 
by the Bishops of Bardstown and 
Cincinnati, he consecrated the new 
edifice “to the honor of the most 
Holy Trinity, under the invocation 
of Saint Louis of France.” This ca­ 
thedral was the fourth Catholic 
church on the same lot, embrac­ 
ing the square between Second 
and Third, and Market and Wal­ 
nut streets, since the first rough 
wooden structure was erected by 
early Catholic settlers in 1770. 
The old brick cathedral, inspir­ 
ed by Bishop Dubourg, was leased 
and used as a warehouse 
until 
fire destroyed it in April, 1835. 
The present, so called “Old Ca­ 
th e d ra l’, built on the only piece 
of property in St. Louis that has 
never been sold, is now one of 
the outstanding landmarks of old 
St. Louis.
